MANGLED iN A NORRIB:E MANNER BY 
A TRAIN. 


HOLLOWAY, Mich., June 9.—Train 
No. 8, on the Wabash railway, going 
east at about 10:30 this morning, struck 
a horse and wagon, driven by a man, 
and knocked it into splinters, killing 
both man and horse. 

The train is a very fast one, and does 
not stop at this station, therefore it was 
running at a high rate of speed. The 
man was just coming up on the track 
as the train reached the crossing. No 
one saw the accident but*the engineer 
and fireman. 

The locomotive struck the rig at the 
front wheel of the wagon, which was 
a covered arrangement. It was knocked 
several rods, the wagon being complete- 
ly demolished. The man was knocked 
fully ten rods, struck the track, was 
picked up again by the locomotive, 
whirled into the air,struck the side of 
one of the mail cars and was thrown off 
into the ditch. He was mangled in a 
terrible way by this operaiion. The 
head was fearfully smashed and almost 
Severed from the ‘body, one foot was 
torn off and the bones generally. were 
broken. 

The unfortunate man twas a stranger 
in this section. No one seemed to know 
him. He appeared to be about 70 or 75 
years of age. On his person was found 
among other things a letter addressed 
to John Vanderwalker, Ann Arbor. He 
had a satchel and a package in his 
wagon containing some veterinary sur- 
gical instruments, medicines, etc., and it 
is believed he was a travelling veter- 
inary and had probably come through 
from Ann Arbor. An inquest will prob- 
ably be held. 

A later dispatch says that the man 
had three fingers off his left hand, leav- 
ing the thumb and one finger only. It 
is thought he was about 65 years of 
age.

The Prince of Wales once said that 
when a woman’s name was called in 
question it was the duty of a man ia 
perjure himself like a gentleman, and 
it was out of corrallaries growing out 
of this proposition that Attorney Kear- 
ney yesterday gave Joseph Visger, of 
Walkerville, Ont, a most ‘beautiful 
roast in Justice Duffy’s court. 

“The case was the examination of Mrs. 
Zella Woodbury, wife of Attorney 
Warren H. Woodbury, of Detroit. She 
had been charged with a Serious crime 
by her husband, who alleged that, while 
he went to Put-in-Bay last September, 
she met ‘by appointment in this city a 
travelling man named Wm. McPher- 
son. Visger had an office in the same 
building with Woodbury in Detroit, and 
swore upon the stand that Mrs. Wood- 
bury cal.ed up McPherson over the tel- 
ephone and told him that she would be 
Out on the next car. Visger said he 
had tried to get her to accompany her 
husband to Put-in-Bay and that after 
sne had made the “date” with McPher- 
son she complained to him that he came 
nearly spoiling -an engagement she 
made two weeks previous. 

The defendant, who is an extremely 
handsome and stately woman, swore 
that she met McPherson in the city here 
on the day alleged, but she did not ac- 
company him to any hotel or other 
place, and that her relations with him 
had never been improper. She ex- 
piained the telephone bill to Ann Arbor 
by saying that her sister had used it 
and it was charged to Mr. Woodbury. 

McPherson went on the stand and 
fully corroborated Mrs. Woodbury’s 
statements. During his testimony he 
said that Woodbury had come to his 
room in the Hotel Cadillac one night 
last February and accused him of ruin- 
ing his home. Said MicPherson: “He 
toid me that he could kill me and I 
would be paid for it. He said he want- 
ed a settlement.. I asked what he 
meant, and he told me money.” Dur- 
ing a portion of MicPherson’s testi- 
mony, Mr. Woodbury sneered at him, 
“Hes a liar.” 

“I am not a liar, and I’ve had enough 
of your talk,’ replied McPherson, and 
for a minute it looked as if there 
would be a locking of horns in the 
court room, but Justice Duffy cooled 
them down. 

Whatever evidence was produced 
against Mrs. Woodbury was purely cir- 
cumstantial, and Justice Duffy dis- 
charged her upon the examination. 

As soon as the examination was over 
a capias, which had been taken out by 
Mr. Woodbury, was served upon Mr. 
McPherson. He is charged’ with alien- 
ation of his wife’s affections and asks 
for .$20,000 damages.

Those interested in teaching will be 
interested in learning that B. L. D’Ooge, 
professor of Latin at the Normal, has, 
through the publishing house of George 
Wahr, of Ann Arbor, brought out a 
new text book. The work is entitled, 
“Helps to the Study of Classical Myth- 


Schools,’ and is a classification of

The work 
poa a short article by Miss Roe, 
of the Normal training school, on the 
teaching of mythology in ‘the grades. 
The work will be invaluable to teach- 
' ers and students of the classics, and 
hardly less useful in the general field 
of teaching and study. 


COUNCIL NOT EXTRAVAGANT 


The remark was made to Mayor Al- 
len this morning: “The appropriations 
made by the council at its last meeting 
would rather indicate that it is going 
to cost more to run the city this year 
than last. How is that?’’ 

“There is ‘where you are mistaken,” 
replied Mayor Allen. “If anything, I 
should say that we will get out with 
the expenditure of less money than 
in the past few years. We are asking 
for something like $2,000 more than 
the previous council did, but we have 
to throw off 'the debt with which they 
left us burdened. It is the regular 
thing that at ithe end of each year the 
ward funds shall one anid all be in debt, 
which means that they have been over- 
drawn. Now that is a thing which is 
going to be stopped. There is money 
enough in the city to run the govern- 
ment on a business basis, and that is 
what’s going to be done. I have in- 
formed the aldermen that I shall ab- 
solutely refuse to sign orders on funds 
which are without credit balances, and 
they uphold me in my decision. We 
know approximately what is needed in 
each of the ward funds, and this year 
the request was made for the full 
amount. In the past each council has 
found ïtself shouldered with a debt and 
it has ‘carefully preserved its burden 
intact, or disposed of that and come 
into possesSion of one of similar size, 
and at the end of its term left it as a 
legacy to its successors. This council 
will make alway with the present in- 
cumbrances and will see to it that no 
more are assumed while they are iu 
power.

Quotations, However, Are Largely 
Fictitious, Employed by Manufac- 
turers as a Means of Refusing 
Orders They Cannot Fill. 


New York, June 10.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade says: ‘‘The past 
week has brought a rise in prices not 
equaled in any other week of many years. 
Iron products have advanced 8.82 per cent. 
in one week and pig iron 4.8 per cent., fol- 
lowing advances of 8 per cent. in pig and 4 
per cent. in products during May. Cot- 
ton has advanced 1 per cent. and cotton 
goods 1.8 per cent. during the week, with 
woolen goods .8 per cent. and boots and 
shoes 1 per cent. A little reaction of 6 per 
cent. appears in leather and .7 per cent. in 
hides, but the characteristic of the time 
is that expectation of higher prices induces 
buying far in advance of requirements for 
consumption. It is needless to say that this 
is asymptom of danger, and the most con- 
servative manufacturers, especially in iron 
and steel, have striven to avoid it, but ac- 
tual inability to deliver products demand- 
ed leaves them little power, while specula- 
tion in wool and other lines isrunning away 
from consumption. It is a saving feature 
that quotations are quite largely fictitious. 
Almost all the goods now being delivered 
or produced in some industries are on 
prices fixed by orders accepted several 
months ago, and, nearly all the iron works 
being thus tied up far ahead, the prices 
quoted indicate not at all what they are 
getting, but what they see fit to ask as 
a way of refusing orders which they can- 
not accept, or else the bids of impatient 
buyers who can find nobody ready to de- 
liver large quantities. 

‘‘After some advance wheat suddenly de- 
clined 2 cents, closing lower for the week. 
Against all accounts of injury is the solid 
fact that western réceipts were 6,149,194 
bushels for the week, against 1,477,045 from 
the great crop of last year, and at current 
low prices such receipts would be inex- 
plicable if growers really expected a short 
yield. Exports have declined, being only 
1,849,873 bushels, flour included, from At- 
lantic ports, against 4,206,293 last year, and

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Trade Shows Buying Far in Advance 
of Needs for Consumption. 


< AN UNEQUALED RISE IN PRICES, 


Quotations, However, Are Largely 
Fictitious, Employed by Manufac- 
turers as a Means of Refusing 
Orders They Cannot Fill. 


New York, June 10.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade says: ‘‘The past 
week has brought a rise in prices not 
equaled in any other week of many years. 
Iron products have advanced 8.82 per cent. 
in one week and pig iron 4.8 per cent., fol- 
lowing advances of 8 per cent. in pig and 4 
per cent. in products during May. Cot- 
ton has advanced 1 per cent. and cotton 
goods 1.8 per cent. during the week, with 
woolen goods .8 per cent. and boots and 
shoes 1 per cent. A little reaction of 6 per 
cent. appears in leather and .7 per cent. in 
hides, but the characteristic of the time 
is that expectation of higher prices induces 
buying far in advance of requirements for 
consumption. It is needless to say that this 
is a symptom of danger, and the most con- 
servative manufacturers, especially in iron 
and steel, have striven to avoid it, but ac- 
tual inability to deliver products demand- 
ed leaves them little power, while specula- 
tion in wool and other lines is running away 
from consumption. It is a saving feature 
that quotations are quite largely fictitious. 
Almost all the goods now being delivered 
or produced in some industries are on 
prices fixed by orders accepted several 
months ago, and, nearly all the iron works 
being thus tied up far ahead, the prices 
quoted indicate not at all what they are 
getting, but what they see fit to ask as 
a way of refusing orders which they can- 
not accept, or else the bids of impatient 
buyers who can find nobody ready to de- 
liver large quantities. 

ʻ“After some advance wheat suddenly de- 
clined 2 cents, closing lower for the week. 
Against all accounts of injury is the solid 
fact that western receipts were 5,049,194 
bushels for the week, against 1,477,045 from 
the great crop of last year, and at current 
low prices such receipts would be inex- 
plicable if growers really expected a short 
yield.
